But here's what really happened, 


the paper quotes the un-kidhaped 
sister: 
"Tamara was kidnaped. 


She became afraid for the future 
and agreed to marry him." 


The paper cites the case of 
two 


other recently kidnaped bodies and 
says "the girls in the mountain 
areas live in constant fear of being 
kidnaped. And once they are thus 
forced to marry the man their life 
is ruined." 


Of the brothers who 
kidnaped 


Tamara, it says they committed 
"a hooligan deed typical of the 
feudal mode of life of pre-revolu- 
tionary Kabardinski . . .
